Satterlee, Esq., and a descendant of Rulph Stoddard. fn the 
ancient burying ground, at Gales Ferry, Mrs. Maury Stoddard, 
the wife of Ralph, was the first person interred. Previous to 
1836, Ledyard wag part of Groton. Previous to 1705, Groton 
was part of New London. Previous to 1658, New Loudon and 
its harbor was known as Pequot, from the original inhabitants, 
and included what is now several towns. It was first set- 

tled in 1646, and in 1648, contained more than forty fiuailies, 

among whom were Rev. Richard Blinman, from Gloucester, Jolin 

Winthrop, Esi., Robert Allyn. and James Avery. With Allyn 

and Avery families, the Stoddard family frequently intermarries. 

The River Thames (which was previous to 1638 called Mohegan) 

Separates New London and Groton. Opposite New London stood 

Fort Griswold, which on Sept. 6, 1781, was taken by the British 

under Arnold, who burned New London, and captured the Garvi- 

son of the Fort, about 150 men; of these 85 were killed, most of 

them after surrender, 35 were considered mertally wounded and 

left, and 30 were taken prisoners. Col. Wm. Ledyard communded 

the Fovt, and on surrender of his sword, was immediately slain.

The niembers anil relatives of this faniuly, shared nobly iu the de- 
fense and perils of Fort Griswold. In 1836 the town of Groton 
was divided, and the north part called Ledyard, in honor of Col. 
Ledyard. In the north part of Groton, Robert Stoddard pur- 
chased the north grant of John Gadgev land, now know as Stod- 
dard’s Landing. It is not known at what date, but it is supposed 
about 1698. fn 1097, Ralph Stoddard is wituess of a deed, in the 
pureliase of laud, by Thomas Stoddard, who is a brother of Robert 
Stoddard. Thomas afterward resided in Norwich, Ct., Robert 
and Ralph midway, by the river, toward New London. Being xo 
closely associated in business and residence, and of sane name and 
suitable ayes, it is possible, Robert, Ralph, and Thomas, weve

1869, at 9 Pai. He was born at Gales Ferry, Conn., Oct., 788, 
and hal thus completed more than fowrscore years at the time of 
his death. 

He was couverted when about sixteen vears of age, and, for the 
fourteen succeeding years, preached and hekd religious services in 
the neighborhood of his father’s house. On the thirtieth snniver- 
sary of his birth, he left home to enter the itinerancy, at the time 
wheu such a life in New England meant exposure, hardship, 
poverty, and peril, He was received on trial in the New-England 
Conference, in 1819, and sent to old Needham Cireuit; in 1520, 
to Craftsbury, Vt.; in 1821, he was ordained deacon, and in this 
and the following year, labored on the island of Rhode Island; in 
1823, he reecived his second ordination, and, this year and 1824, 
travelled Brookfield Circuit, Mass.; in 1825, at New London, 
Conn.; 1826, Middleborough, Mass.; [827-8, Warren, R. TL: 
1829-30, Brookfield, Mass.; 1931-2, Pella; 1833, Norwich, 
Conn. ; 1834, Norwieh, North; 1835, Warehouse Point ; 1838-7, 
Webster, Mass.; 1838-9, Newport, R. I; 1840, Nantucket, 
Mass. At the division of the New-England Confevence, he be- 
came a meniber of the Providence Conference, and was stationed 
in 1841-£2 at Fairhaven, Mass.; in 1843, at South Yarmouth, 
where his health, never firm, gave way; and, in the ensumy 
spring, he received a superannuated relation, which he has sinte 
retained. J)uving the fifty years of his Conference connection, his 
record has been clear. 

The Master honored him as a winner of souls. In most, if not all, 
of his fields of labor, his efforts were answered in precious revivals 
of religion, and the strengthening of the strugyling church. Mueh 
of the fruit has ripened, and been safely gathered unto God. 
Many of the churches which were feeble in lis working-day ave 
now vigorous and largely useful. He delighted, in his last days, 
to tell of * the good hand of his God upon him,” and of the victo- 
ries of the Redcemer’s blood. The twenty-five years of his super- 
annuation were a discipline of suffering; but, amid all, he kept 
his faith in God. Partially blind, and afflicted with a coniplication 
of diseases, he struggled long against then, until the tabernacle, 


beaten aud torn by the storms of eighty years, was gently tuken

down, and its oveupant joyfully possessed the * building of God,” 
* eternal in the heavens.” 

He was an earnest patriot, having marched to the national defeice 
in the last war with Great Britain, and being auxious to declare: 
by vote and private intluence, during our Jate civil strife, how 
ardently he longed for our national unity. He was a true Chris: 
tian, evineing, during sixty-four years of religious life, a constant 
purpose to exalt and serve his crucified Lord. . He leaves a widow 
in declining strenyth, and a daughter of his first wife, who have 
grace to abide in the shelter of the promises. Lay the prayers of 
the chureh ascend for them! and may the selfsurrender, heroism, 
and suecess of the fathers be everywhere copied by their sons !
